The art of record, considered alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious an apparatus and a method for opening a nip of a calender when a web 
tension measured at a preset number of points over a cross machine width of the web has 
fallen below a limit value interpreted to indicate damage to the web less than a complete 
break of the web, in combination with the rest of the claimed Umitations. 

DE 29902451, US 6,158,334, US 5,052,233, and newly cited US 4,485,734 
disclose an apparatus for indicating web breaks. None of these documents describe that 
the decision to open the nip can be made before a complete break of the web. No relevant 
combination of the cited documents would lead a person skilled in the art to the invention 
as claimed in claims 15, 21 and 28.
